Retail Trade Conditions (Page 588) 


Sales in September fell only 3°6 per cent. in money 
value below those of the same month of last year, 
this being the smallest decrease in any month since 
April. Food and perishables showed a decline of 
2-4 per cent. and the non-food categories one of 
5:2 per cent. on the month. For the seven months 
February-September total sales were 48 per cent. 
under those of the corresponding period of 1931. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel (Page 590) 

Coal outputs in all the areas surveyed, except Bel- 
gium, where the stoppage continued into the month, 
were larger in August than in July, but were still 26:3 
and 25°5 per cent. smaller respectively than in 
August, 1931, in Poland and the United States. Daily 
production of pig iron showed a reduction of 58-6 per 
cent. in the United States and the tonnage of crude 
steel one of 51:5 per cent. in that country from a 
year ago. 


Volume and Value of our Trade (Page 592) 


A comparison of the overseas trade of the United 
Kingdom during the first nine months of 1932 with 
that of the corresponding period of the base year 
1930 shows a very considerable decline in the de- 
clared values of imports, exports and re-exports. 
Allowing for price changes, the decline in volume was, 
in imports about 9 per cent. and in re-exports 14 per 
cent., but in domestic exports as much as 26 per cent.

Shipbuilding in 1931-32 (Page 603) 

During the twelve months ended June 380 last 263 
vessels of 920,902 tons gross were completed and 
assigned Lloyd’s classification as compared with 557 
of 1,758,610 tons in 1930-31. Practically one-half 
of the new tonnage was intended for oil tankers, 
Plans were approved for 139 new vessels of 258,110 
tons, of which about 60 per cent. were intended for 
construction in Great Britain and Ireland. 


French Foreign Trade Balance (Page 610) 


In the first nine months of 1932 the value of 
imports exceeded that of exports by 7,607 million 
francs. This compares with an import excess in the 
corresponding period of last year of 9,984 million frs. 


Irish Free State Tariff Changes (Page 613) 
Financial Resolutions introduced into Dail Eireann 
impose new and modify other Customs duties on 
various goods imported into the Irish Free State. 
Most of the changes took effect on October 20; the 
duty on bread, etc., comes into force to-day. 


Additional Import Duties (No. 8) Order (Page 617) 
A new Custom House Notice regarding the duty 
imposed for 24 years from April 26 last upon certain 
classes of iron and steel upon importation into the 
United Kingdom is set out. 


Stocks of Toys (Page 626) 

A Direction has been issued exempting under cer- 
tain conditions from the requirement to bear an indi- 
cation of origin any toy sold or exposed for sale before 
January 1, 1933.

RETAIL TRADE IN SEPTEMBER AND FEBRUARY—SEPTEMBER 
COMPARISON OF 1932 WITH 1931 


In continuation of the series of returns relating to 
retail trade which are being prepared by the joint efforts 
of the Incorporated Association of Retail Distributors 
and the Bank of England, there is given on page 589 a 
table showing the relation of sales in September, 1982, 
and in the period February-September, 1932, to those 
in the corresponding periods of 1931. These sales figures 
are compiled from returns furnished by a number of de- 
partmental stores, concerns operating multiple retail 
shops, independent retailers and a representative sec- 
tion of the retail co-operative societies. 


Figures are also given comparing the value of stocks 
held and the number of persons employed at the end of 
September, 1932, with those at the same date in the 
previous year. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies, in particular, 
do not at present contribute to these sections. 


At present the information available regarding the 
number of days on which selling took place in the shops 
covered by the returns is not sufficiently complete to 
form a basis for the calculation of average daily sales, or 
to permit an exact measurement to be given of the 
difference in length between the working period in 
1932 and 1931. From such information as is available 
from the returns it would appear, however, that the 
working period in September of this year was practic- 
ally identical with that in September, 1931. 








SALES 


The money value of sales for September, 1932, was 
3-6 per cent. less than that for September, 1931, this 
being the smallest decrease recorded for any month 
since April last, and comparing with decreases of 6:3 
per cent. and 6:2 per cent. for July and August respec- 
tively Sales of food and perishables, which in Septem- 
ber amounted in value to about 56 per cent. of the total 
sales reported, were 2:4 per cent. less in value than in 
September, 1931; for the previous month the corre- 
sponding decline in sales was 4:3 per cent. The decrease 
in this category was least in Southern England and in 
Seotland, and largest in Central and West ind 
London, the latter being the only district in which the 
decrease in this section was larger than that reported for 
the total of other merchandise. 


The decrease in the non-food categories in September, 
1932, as compared with September, 1931, was 5-2 per 
cent., the corresponding decrease for August having 
been 9:3 per cent. The smallest decline occurred in 
Central and West End London (1:1 per cent.) and the 
heaviest in Suburban London (9-0 per cent.), but as 
these declines are relative to the figures for September, 
1931, it is appropriate to consider whether the variations 
are due to abnormal results for last month or for the 
previous September. The figures of sales in the non- 
food categories in September, 1931, compared with 4

year earlier showed a decrease for the whole country 
amounting to 2°8 per cent.; for Central and West lind 
London the decrease was 5: -8 per cent. ; while for Sub- 
yrban London there was an increase of 4:2 per cent. 
These figures would appear to indicate that the varia- 
tions from the general average shown by the present 
figures may be due to uneven results recorded for Sep- 
‘ember, 1931, rather than to specially good or specially 
bad results for last month. 


Increases occurred in three sections, sales of hard- 
ware being greater by 7:3 per cent., those of sports and 
travel goods by 5°3 per cent., and those of fancy goods. 
other than fancy drapery by 4:1 per cent. Sales in 
these categories, however, do not amount to any con- 
siderable proportion of the total. The heaviest decline 
was in respect of piece-goods, sales of which fell by 
105 per cent. in the country as a whole, substantial 
jecreases being recorded in each district. Relatively 
large decreases have been reported in sales of piece- 
soods for each month since May last. The percentage 
lecreases in the miscellaneous section (6°8), women’s 
wear (6°6), boots and shoes (6:0), and men’s and boys’ 
wear (5-3), also exceeded the average for all the non- 
food sections. The sub-section of women’s fashion 
sods showed relatively large decreases in all districts, 
varying up to 19 per cent. in Suburban London. Sales 
of men’s and boys’ wear also decreased more in that 
district than elsewhere, a fall of 13:2 per cent. being 
recorded. For the second month in succession Wales 
and the North of England was the only district in 
which none of the main categories of merchandise 
showed an increase in sales.

Sales for the period February-September, 1/32, 
were lower by 4:8 per cent. than in the corresponding 
period of 1931. Decreases were shown in all sections 
except the relatively small one of hardware, for which 
the increase was negligible. The declines ranged from 
2-8 per cent. in fancy goods to 9°6 per cent. in piece- 
shoe section showing the second

largest decline (8-6 per cent.). The smallest decrease 
in sales during the period occurred in Southern 


England (3-5 per cent.) and the largest in Central and 
West End London (6°38 per cent.).

stocks at cost were 6°8 per cent. lower at the 
end of September, 1932, than a year earlier, a decrease 
being shown in every area. An increase in the value 
of stocks of food and perishables was reported for the 
fifth month in succession, but, as was explained last 
month, the sample in this case may not be fully repre- 
sentative. The value of stocks in other main sections 
of merchandise declined in every case by more than 
o per cent.

EMPLOYMENT 
A decrease of 0-7 per cent. in comparison with the 
previous year was reported for numbers employed by 
the reporting establishments in the country as a whole. 
The only increase, 2°7 per cent., occurred in Scotiand ; 
elsewhere the decline in employment varied from 


0-1 per cent. in Southern England to 4:2 per cent. in 


Suburban London.

The stoppage in the Belgian coal industry continued 
into August, and production in that month was only 
20 per cent. of the average monthly production in 1951. 
In the United States a sharp rise in the amount of coal 
produced was recorded, the August output being 24 per 
cent. above that for July, and about the same as in 
April last. In France, Germany, Poland, and the 
United Kingdom there were also increased outputs in 
August as compared with July. A comparison of the 
production in August of this year with that in the 
corresponding month of 1931 shows, however, the fol- 


lowing percentage reductions: Poland, 26:3; United 
States, 25:5; Germany, 11:1; Saar District, 10:3; 


United Kingdom, 5-0; and France, 3-4. 

From information received as to the number of days 
worked in France, Belgium, Germany and Poland, 
is estimated that the average daily outputs of coal in 
March, June, July and August, 1952, and in August, 
1931, were as follows :—

The effect of the trade dispute in Belgium is shown 
by the abnormally low production of coal per working 
day. Polish output showed an increase in August of 
over 3,000 tons a day, or 3-4 per cent., compared with 
July, while the daily production in France and Ger- 
many declined by 2-0 and 1:3 per cent. respectively. A 
comparison with August of last year shows that there 
was a reduction of 29 per cent. in .) daily coal output 
in Poland, and declines of 14 and 7 per cent. in Ger- 
many and — respectively.

Owing to the stoppage of work in Belgium stocks 
were reduced during Julv by over 400,000 tons, and 
during August by about a million tons, stocks being at 
the end of August lower than at any period since the 
end of 1930. There was a further decrease in Poland of 
10,000 tons, but in the Saar District, and in the three 
German areas, there were increases. In respect of the 
Saar District this increase amounted to 11,080 tons, 
or 2-2 per cent., and in the Ruhr District, Western 
Upper Silesia, and Lower Silesia, to 40,000, 86,000, 
and 19,000 tons, or 1:5, 3-3, and 10-1 per cent, 
respectively.

The daily production of pig iron in Belgium 
recovered somewhat in August from the abnormally 
low level of July. Jn Luxemburg and in France there 
were also increases amounting to 51 and 0:5 per cent. 
respectively. In the United Kingdom daily production 
declined by 11-3 per cent. compared with July, other 
reductions being 8'8 per cent. in respect of Germany, 
7-3 per cent. in respect of the United States, and 
2-5 per cent. in the Saar District. In the case of 
Germany and the United States the daily production 
in August, 1932, was the lowest recorded since 1920, 
and in the case of the United Kingdom the daily pro- 
duction was also the lowest recorded in any month 
since December, 1926 (with the exception of Septem- 
ber, 1931). Compared with August of last year, daily 
production in Luxemburg and the United Kingdom 
was smaller by 3:8 and 5'8 per cent, respectively, but 
the declines recorded in other countries were consider- 
ably greater, amounting to 58°6 per cent. for the 
United States, 46°2 per cent. for Germany, 32:8 per 
cent. for France, 27:3 per cent. for Belgium, and 
16:7 per cent. for the Saar District.

The substantial increase in the daily production of 
pig iron in Belgium i , the month under review resulted 
fom an output per furnace in blast higher than that 
for any month subsequent to August of last year. In 
all the remaining countries for which particulars are 
given in the above table the daily output per furnace 
in blast was smaller than in July.

The gold prices of most descriptions of iron and steel 
for export were higher at the end of August than at 
the end of July. The advances ranged between three- 
pence a ton in the ease of blooms and two shillings per 
ton in respect of merchant bars. Measured in sterling,

No. 3 foundry pig iron continued to be quoted at 340 
francs a ton in belgium throughout August, while the 
basic grade, after falling from 39s.

OUR OVERSEAS TRADE 


THIRD QUARTER OF 1932 


The issue of the “ B.T.J.’’ dated October 20 in- 
cluded a review in some detail of the overseas trade of 
the United Kingdom during the third quarter of 1932, 
as compared with the trade in earlier periods of this 
year and of the preceding year, dealing specifically with 
certain important classes of goods, details of the exter- 
nal trade in which are recorded by quantities in the 
monthly Trade Accounts. 

In continuation of our quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of the overseas trade of the 
United Kingdom there is given, on pages 595-8 
a comparison between the import and export trade of 
the third quarter of the year 1932 and the trade of 
the corresponding quarters of 1930 and 1931; this com- 
parison is based on a revaluation of the trade of all 
three periods at the average values shown by the 
records of the whole year 1930. The results establish 
a relation between the volume of our external trade in 
the third quarters of the three years, eliminating the 
factor of price changes, and they also furnish an index 
of the aggregate effect of the alterations in prices which 
have taken place since the third quarter of 1980. By 
relating these data to similar data previously calculated 
in respect of preceding periods, we are enabled to 
review broadly the trend of our overseas trade on a 
quantitative basis and also the price variations 
experienced in that trade since 1930. 

It may be mentioned that, in order to complete these 
surveys of the various important classes of overseas 
trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quantities 
imported or exported are not recorded; such estimates 
relate, in most cases, to relatively minor parts of the 
groups affected. 


GENERAL RESULTS 


The results of the revaluation of the external trade of 
the United Kingdom during the period January-Sep- 
tember, 1932, at the average values of 1930, are sum- 
marised in the following table, in which, also, corre- 
sponding figures for 1930 are inserted for purposes of 


comparison. The corresponding figures for 1931 will 
be found in the succeeding table.

On the basis of declared values, imports and exports, 
both of United Kingdom goods and of imported mer- 
chandise, in the first nine months of 1932 showed 4 
very considerable decline in comparison with the corre- 
sponding period of 1930. After making allowance for 
price changes in the intervening two years, however, 
the decline in the volume of imports was about 9 per 
cent. and of re-exports 14 per cent., but the decrease in 
the volume of domestic exports, 26 per cent., was still 
substantial. In the case of imports and of exports of 
domestic produce, the decrease in volume in the first 
nine months is the same as that shown in the first half 
of this year, in comparison with the corresponding 
period of 1930, but the decline in re-exports is apprecl- 
ably greater. Comparing the figures for each of the 
first three quarters of this year with those for the 
corresponding period of 1930, the decline in the volume 
of imports, exports and re-exports was as follows :—

Average values in this class were about 6 per cent. 
lower than in the third quarter of 1931 and 25 per 
cent. below those in the corresponding period of 19380. 
In comparison with a year ago, the only increases 
shown were in respect of grain and flour (22 per cent.) 
and feeding stuffs for animals (14 per cent.). Meat 
showed a decrease of 15 per cent., and food and drink, 
other than cereals and meat, a decrease of 10 per cent. 
As compared with the third quarter of 1930, there was 
an increase only in the case of feeding stuffs for 
animals, all the remaining groups showing substantial 
decreases, of which the heaviest, between 31 and 32 
per cent., was in respect of meat. 


Raw Materials.—Retained imports of raw materials 
were nearly 2 per cent. greater in volume than in the 
third quarter of 1931, but were between 5 and 6 per 
cent, smaller than in the corresponding period of 1930. 
There has been a progressive decline from quarter to 
quarter throughout this year, but this movement is 
affected by seasonal variations as regards some of the 
classes of raw materials imported. As compared with 
the third quarter of 1931, increases were shown by the 
following groups :—raw cotton (51 per cent.), raw wool 
(13 per cent.), raw silk (24 per cent.), undressed hides 
and skins (27 per cent.), paper-making materials (4 per 
cent.), rubber, and miscellaneous raw materials. All 
these groups, except raw wool and rubber, also showed 
an increase as compared with the corresponding period 
of 1980, and the increase of about 70 per cent. in im- 
ports of raw cotton may be specially noted. The 
volume of retained imports of all the main groups of 
raw materials not mentioned above was lower last 
quarter than in either of the two earlier periods, except 
in the case of textile materials, other than cotton, wool 
or silk, which showed comparatively little change. A 
comparatively small decline was recorded in retained 
imports of oil seeds, nuts, etc., as compared with either 
period. 

Average values in this class were 32 per cent. lower 
than in the third quarter of 1930 and 10-5 per cent. 
below those in the corresponding period of 1931, the 
decline in each case being greater than that in respect 
of either of the other two main classes of imports. A 
slight increase as compared with a year ago was shown 
in average values of non-ferrous metalliferous ores and 
scrap; all the remaining principal categories of raw 
material showed decreases, substantial in most eases, 
though the decline in average values of oil seeds, nuts, 
etc., was only 1 per cent. As compared with the pre- 
vious quarter of this year, average values of raw 
materials declined by 4 per cent. 


Manufactured Articles.—The volume of retained 
imports of articles wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured declined last quarter by 38 per cent. and 
v4 per cent. respectively, in comparison with 
the corresponding periods of 1931 and 1930, but 
it was over 7 per cent. greater than in the 
second quarter of this year. Imports in the first 
three quarters of this year have decreased by 23 per 
cent., 39 per cent. and 38 per cent. respectively, in 
comparison with the corresponding periods of last year. 
Retained imports of cotton yarns and manufactures 
and of woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures 
were only 26 per cent. and 17 per cent. respectively of 
those in the third quarter of 1931, while decreases of 
over 50 per cent., as compared with this earlier period, 
were shown in respect of iron and steel and manufac- 
tures thereof, electrical goods and _ apparatus, 
machinery, silk yarns and manufactures and apparel. 
There was a decline of under 1 per cent. in the manu- 
factured oils group, which includes refined petroleum. 


Average values in this class were 8 per cent. and 
25 per cent. lower than in the third quarters of 1931 
and 1930 respectively, and about 2 per cent. below 
those in the second quarter of this year. Five groups 
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showed increases, and the remainder decreases, as com. 
pared with a year ago, while three groups showed jp. 
creases in comparison with the third quarter of 1939 
but comparisons of average values in respect of the 
various groups are almost certainly affected by the 
change in their make-up resulting from the operation 
of the various import duties.

Food, Drink and Tobacco.—British exports of food, 
drink and tobacco were nearly 80 per cent. lower in 
volume than in the third quarter of 1930, but were 4 per 
cent. greater than in the corresponding period of 1931. 
The slight increase compared with the second quarter 
of this year is perhaps rather smaller than might have 
been anticipated as a result of seasonal changes. In 
comparison with a year ago exports of food and drink, 
other than cereals and meat,’ and of tobacco showed 
increases of 13 per cent. and 5 per cent., respectively, 
while decreases were shown in the case of the remain- 
ing groups. As compared with the third quarter of 
1930, all groups showed considerable decreases, with 
the exception of grain and flour, exports of which de- 
clined by less than 4 per cent. Average values in this 
class were about 11 per cent. lower than in the third 
quarter of last year, about 17 per cent. below those i 
the corresponding quarter of 1930, and 4 per cent. 
lower than in the second quarter of this year. 


Raw Materials.—The volume of exports of raw 
materials last quarter was 7 per cent. less than a yeal 
ago, and 22 per cent. less than in the third quarter of 
1930. In the case of coal there were decreases of 7 pel 
cent. and 26 per cent. in comparison with the third 
quarters of 1931 and 1930, respectively, and a decline 
of 8 per cent. as compared with the second quartet 
of 19382. Exports of raw wool declined by less than one 
per cent. in comparison with a year ago, and were 10 
per cent. greater than in the third quarter of 1930. 
Average values of raw materials were about 2 per cent. 
lower than a year ago, and 11 per cent. less than 
the corresponding quarter of 1930. They were betwee 
8 and 4 per cent. below those in the previous quartet

of this year, largely due to a fall of 13 per cent. in the 
average value of the raw wool exported. 

Manufactured Articles.—Exports during last quarter 
of articles wholly or mainly manufactured showed a 
decline in volume of 3 per cent. and nearly 25 per cent., 
as compared with the corresponding periods of 1931 and 
1930, respectively. In comparison with the second 
quarter of this year there was a decline of nearly 10 per 
cent., a small part of which may be seasonal. The 
decline in the volume of exports as compared with the 
third quarter of 1981 was due mainly to a very heavy 
decline of 40 per cent. in the vehicles group, which 
includes locomotives, ships and aircraft; other import- 
ant groups showing substantial declines in exports were 
pottery, glass and abrasives (16 per cent.), and 
apparel (15 per cent.). Exports of machinery 
declined by about 4 per cent., and those of iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof by less than one per 
eent., while exports of non-ferrous metals and manu- 
factures thereof declined by about 6 per cent. The 
largest proportionate increase as compared with a year 
azo Was shown in exports of cotton yarns and manu- 
factures (16 per cent.), the next largest increases being 
in respect of chemicals, drugs, etc. (11 per cent.) and 
manufactured oils, fats and resins (10 per cent.). Eix- 
ports of cutlery, hardware, implements and tools in- 
creased by 7 per cent. and of paper and cardboard by 
2 per cent., while in respect of woollen and worsted 
yarns and manufactures and of manufactures of textile 
materials other than cotton, wool and silk there was an 
increase of about 1 per cent. in each case. The only 
sroup showing an increase in exports as compared with 
the third quarter of 1930 was cotton yarns and manu- 
factures (5 per cent.), while the greatest decline in 
comparison with this period was in respect of vehicles, 
ete. (57 per cent.). In comparison with the second 
quarter of 1932 there was a large seasonal increase in 
exports of coke and manufactured fuel; the only other 
sroups showing increases were the following :— 
Woollen and worsted yarns and manufactures (16 per 
cent.), manufactured oils, fats and resins (4 per cent.), 
and apparel. 

Average values of exports of manufactured articles 
were 7 per cent. lower than a year ago, and 19 per 
cent. below those in the third quarter of 1930. They 
showed a decrease of about 3 per cent. as compared 
with the previous quarter of this year. Comparing last 
quarter with a year ago, the only increase shown in 
average values was one of less than one per cent. in the 
case of pottery, glass and abrasives, while of the re- 
maining principal groups, apparel showed the heaviest 
decline (12 per cent.).

AGENCIES IN SWEDEN 


The Federation of Swedish Commission Agents, 
Stockholm, in a circular addressed to manufacturers 
and merchants in the United Kingdom, a copy of which 
has been forwarded by the British Commercial 
Counsellor at Stockholm, points out that Sweden is 
the largest of the four North Kuropean countries 
(Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Finland) in both area and 
population. 

An agent domiciled in Sweden, the circular con- 
tinues, undoubtedly has far better opportunities than 
has a foreigner visiting the country once or twice a 
year of furthering the interests entrusted to him. The 
Swede is better acquainted with purchasing require- 
ments, quality demands, credit standing and other 
market conditions in Sweden and is prepared all the 
year round to give advice and information, useful alike 
to the Swedish importer and to the foreign principal. 

The Swedish press and Swedish trade associations 
have appealed to all importers in Sweden to give prefer- 
ence, in the first place, to agents who are Swedish 
subjects.

POSTAL PARCELS FOR COLOMBIA 


The Colombian Consul-General in London has drawn 
attention to the following requirements in respect of 
goods entering Colombia by parcel post :— 

Consular Invoices are necessary for all postal parcels 
valued at 50 pesos or over, and must be prepared in 
sets of five, the forms being obtainable from Colombian 
Consuls at cost price. When invoices have been pre- 
pared by the sender of the goods they must be for- 
warded to a Colombian Consul for legalisation, together 
with a Certificate of Origin, in triplicate, from a 
Chamber of Commerce. One copy of the Consular 
Invoice and one of the Certificate of Origin is sent by 
the Consul to the Post Office in the town of destina- 
tion, and one copy of each document is delivered to the 
exporter to be sent by him to the consignee to be pre- 
sented when claiming the parcel. 

If these regulations are not strictly adhered to 
parcels cannot be delivered. 


CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
LATVIA 

An amendment of the *Regulations regarding opera- 
tions in foreign exchange was published in_ the 
Government Gazette “‘ Valdibas Vestnesis,’’ No. 214 
of September 22, 1932.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN ARGENTINA 

By Circular No. 9, of June 4, the Exchange Control 
Commission required special application to be made for 
exchange to pay for all imported goods unless covered 
by documented bills not exceeding 5,000 pesos in value. 

By Circular No. 10 of July 6 application was made 
necessary for exchange of any value for the articles 
named in a Circular (C. 3946 of July 20) issued by the 
Department of Overseas Trade. 

According to telegraphic advice recently received, 
permission from the Exchange Control Commission is 
now necessary for remittances (1) for all textile 
and silk yarn shipments, except those covered by sight 
documented bills not exceeding 1,000 pesos, (2) for 
luxury goods as indicated in the preceding paragiaph, 
and (3) for other goods except when covered by sight 
documented bills not exceeding 5,000 pesos. Permis- 
sion is to be obtained in all cases for shipments of any 
value covered by term bills.

months ended August 31 last amounted to 18,783 tons, as 
compared with 15,161 tons during the corresponding period 
of 1931. 


CANADA 
FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for the Dominion Government 
in London has been officially advised by cablegram from 
Ottawa of the following shipments of Canadian fruit to 
various United Kingdom and Continental ports between 
October 6 and 12:—Apples, 42,400 barrels, 500 half-barrels 
and 113,000 boxes; pears, 4,000 boxes and 400 barrels; 
plums, 12,000 crates. 


CYPRUS 
FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST 


The Trade Commissioner for Cyprus in London reports 
that during August last imports and exports were valued at 


£106,583 and £75,962, as compared with £139,341 and 
£100,326, respectively, in the five years’ average for August 


(1927-31). Imports decreased by £19,952 as compared with 
August, 1931, and were £32,758 below the quinquennial 
average. There was, however, an improvement of £7,344 
over the July figures. The decrease was chiefly in cotton 
goods, — £5,085; leather; machinery, — £2,015; chemical 
manure, — £2,996; motor cars; petrol, — £5,091; sacks and 
timber. Imports of flour increased by £4,355 and cement by 
£1,180. 


Exports decreased by £7,354, chiefly in animals; asbestos ; 
pyrites, — £8,852; grapes; potatoes and silk cocoons. There 
were increased exports of carobs, + £9,677, and cotton, 
+ £6,584.

SHIPPING 
As regards shipping, the figures for August show an 


improvement over July. During the month 36 steamers 
called at Larnaca, 32 at Limassol and 24 at Famagusta, as 
against 41, 24 and 19, respectively, in July. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 

Trade generally continues steady at recent levels, but a 
seasonal improvement is expected. The terms of the Ottawa 
agreements have created a feeling of optimism in business 
circles, but it is generally realised that practical benefits 
depend upon a return to normal trade. Good rains have 
fallen in areas where they were badly needed, and local 
farming prospects have brightened. 

The Transvaal gold output in September (26 working 
days) was 961,501 fine ozs., valued at £4,084,196, compared 
with 916,024 fine ozs. and £3,891,023 respectiv ely in Septem- 
ber, 1931 (also 26 working days). Compared with the 
previous month, the daily average output was slightly 
higher. The number of natives ‘employed decreased by 
1,260. 

Activity on the diamond market is maintained, and prices 
are 30 per cent. above the lowest figure touched in June. 
Demand during the month was brisk, and sales reported to 
be satisfactory. 


Railway earnings _ September 11 to October 8 
amounted to £1,567,157, or £132,843 below the estimate. 
Total earnings from ‘April 1 to October 8 were £10,439,860, 
or £1,035,050 below the estimate, compared with £11,861,121 
for the corresponding period of 1931.

are chiefly re-exports, having declined by 69 per cent. 
Transit trade, in particular, has suffered from the prevail- 
ing exchange restrictions and clearing agreements. 

Whereas the shrinkage in imports of raw materials re- 
flects the decline in industrial production, the fall in the 
imports of manufactured goods (35 per cent. in quantity and 

per cent. in value) reveals the decreasing purchasing 
power of the Austrian population. Imports of textiles have 
fallen 17 per cent. in value; imports of glass show a de- 
cline of over 50 per cent., machinery nearly 50 per cent., 
and electrical machinery approximately 35 per cent. 

The most unfavourable feature in Austria’s foreign trade 
returns is the heavy reduction in exports of manufactured 
goods, a decrease of 25 per cent. in weight and of 42 per 
cent. in value. 

The largest group of goods under this heading, textiles, 
shows a substantial decline compared with the first six 
months of 1931, as do exports of ready-made clothing. 
Exports of paper goods, however, have been maintained at 
a comparatively high level, having decreased by only 9 per 
cent., but prices had to be drastically lowered in order to 
achieve this result. The reduction in sales abroad of the 
rubber industry was one-fifth, of the leather and leather 
goods industry more than half, and of the woodwork in- 
dustry more than two-thirds; the iron and metal manufac- 
turing industries exported approximately 40 per cent. less 
than during the corresponding period in 1931, while the 
exports of the engineering industry were halved. Only in 
the case of the chemical industry is there any increase in 
the quantity of exports, and even here the increase is slight 
and is offset by a decline in value. 

This alarming decline in Austria’s export of manufactured 
goods is due, partly, to the financial weakness of the in- 
dustries concerned, but chiefly to currency and exchange 
difficulties and to new tariff measures taken by a number of

COLOMBIA 
EXPORTS OF BANANAS, OIL AND COFFEE 


Exports of bananas in the first six months of 1932 
amounted in value to 3,672,980 dollars, the weight being 
77,266 metric tons; exports during July were 8,975 metric 
tons, valued at 431,623 dols. 


Exports of oil in August amounted to 1,464,270 barrels, 
as against 1,145,000 barrels in July. For the first six 
months of this year the total was 8,999,000 barrels. Pro- 
duction in the seven months ended July 31 was 11,024,951 
barrels. 


Coffee exports in July amounted to 265,385 bags, as 
against 238,089 bags in June.—Anglo-Colombian Chamber 
of Commerce in London. 


FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first nine 
months of 1932 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 22,169 million frances, as against 33,370 million frs. in 
the corresponding period of last year, a decrease of 11,201] 
million frs., or about 34 per cent.; exports totalled 14,562 
million frs., as against 23,386 million frs., a decrease of 
8,824 million frs., or a little more than 38 per cent. 


During the period under review imports of foodstuffs fell 
by 2,757 million frs., those of raw materials by 5,748 million 
frs., and of manufactured articles by 2,694 million frs. 
Exports of foodstuffs fell by 1,072 million frs., of raw 
materials by 2,126 million frs., and of manufactured articies 
by 5,625 million frs., or more than 38 per cent. 


For the first nine months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 7,607 
million frs., as against one of 9,984 million frs. in January- 
September, 1931. In consequence of a further fall in 
imports but a rise in exports the unfavourable balance in 
September was lower than in the previous months, amount- 
ing to 602 million frs., as against 880 million frs. in August, 
960 million frs. in July, and 1,025 million frs. in -Inne. 


As regards weight, imports in the first nine months of 
1932 amounted to 35,359,000 tons, as against 44,911,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1931, a decrease of 9,552,000 
tons, and exports to 17,323,000 tons, as against 22,935,000 
tons, a decrease of 5,612,000 tons.

This record production is attributable to the increase in 
area planted, continuance of favourable weather conditions 
throughout the season, and an absence of damage by insects. 


The value of the harvest is estimated at 60,283,431 yen, 
or 14-28 yen per koku.

BALANCE OF TRADE 

With an excess of imports over exports amounting to 86-3 
million frs., as against 83-4 million frs. in May, the visible 
trade balance of Switzerland in June became more adverse 
than at any other period on record. Exports covered im- 
ports to the extent of 40-3 per cent., as compared with 42-5 
per cent. in May. The average figures of 59-9 per cent. and 
68-6 per cent. for the whole of 1931 and 1930 respectively 
furnish striking proof of the extent to which Swiss export 
trade has been affected by the economic crisis. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


FOREIGN TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR 
(from the British Embassy) 


WASHINGTON. 

In a detailed analysis of the foreign trade for the first 
six months of 1932, compiled by the Foreign Commerce 
Department of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, the British Empire and the United States are shown 
as each other’s best customer. 

During the first half of 1932 imports from the British 
Empire amounted to nearly 30 per cent. of the total pur- 
chases abroad—205 million dollars out of 748 million dols. 
Imports from Canada, the leading supplier, amounted to 
99,555,000 dols., 29 per cent. less than in 1931, while those 
from the United Kingdom, the fifth largest contributor, 
amounted to 40,585,000 dols., a decline of 43 per cent. from 
1931. Indian imports declined 36 per cent., British Malaya 
58 per cent., British West Africa 36 per cent., Ceylon 45 per 
cent., Newfoundland and Labrador 19 per cent., Australia 
58 per cent., Hong Kong 42 per cent., Trinidad and 
Tobago 41 per cent. 

Imports from Germany, the sixth chief supplier, amount- 
ing to 38,356,000 dols., were 39 per cent. below last year. 
Italy supplied goods amounting in value to 23,367,000 dols., 
or 21 per cent. less than in 1931; France, 22,204,000 dols., 
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or 40 per cent. smaller than a year ago. Imports fron 
Sweden declined 17 per cent.; Belgium, 24 per cent.; the 
Netherlands, 31 per cent.; Czechoslovakia, 42 per cent,, 
Switzerland, 44 per cent.; Spain, 28 per cent.; Greece, 
19 per cent. ; Norway, 56 per cent.; the Soviet Union, 21 per 
cent.; and Finland, 3 per cent. 

The share of Japan, the second leading source of supply, 
amounted to 68,671,000 dols., or 29 per cent. less than jp 
1931, while the Philippines supplied merchandise valued at 
49,307,000 dols., 13 per cent. less than in 1931. Imports 
from China, amounting to 14,933,000 dols., sustained one of 
the heaviest losses among the principal suppliers, 63 per 
cent. below 1931, while supplies from the Dutch East Indies 
declined 27 per cent. 

Despite a decrease of 19 per cent. in her sales to the 
United States, Brazil advanced to third place. Imports of 
coffee were valued at 49,815,000 dols., and accounted for 
6-7 per cent. of the total coffee imports from all countries, 
Imports from Colombia, another coffee producer, totalled 
34,298,000 dols., being only 16 per cent. less than last year; 
those from Venezuela, amounting to 11,385,000 dols., were 
35 per cent. smaller than in 1931. Imports from Argentina 
dropped to 10,089,000 dols., or 41 per cent. lower than for 
the first half of last year, while those from Chile declined 
61 per cent., Peru 68 per cent., Ecuador 29 per cent., 
and Uruguay 46 per cent. Cuban imports during the half- 
year under review amounted to 29,893,000 dols., or 27 per 
cent. less than in 1931, while those from Mexico totalled 
25,126,000 dols., or 18 per cent. The total imports from the 
Dutch West Indies amounted to 22,633,000 dols., 16 per 
cent. smaller than last year. The Dominican Republic in- 
creased her share by 2 per cent.; Honduras declined 23 per 
cent., Guatemala 25 per cent., Costa Rica 17 per cent., and 
Panama 30 per cent. 

Imports from Egypt increased to 3,370,000 dols., a gain 
of 39 per cent. Those from Mozambique advanced 7 per 
cent., but imports from Algeria and Tunisia declined 56 per 
cent. 

Export TRADE 


Exports to Great Britain and Canada alone accounted for 
about one-third of the total exports. Great Britain pur- 
chased American products in the first half of the current 
year to the amount of 148,022,000 dols., which was 39 per 
cent. below last year, while exports to Canada, totalling 
132,694,000 dols., were 43 per cent. less than in 1931. 
Exports to India declined 26 per cent.; South Africa, 44 
per cent.; Hong Kong, 16 per cent.; New Zealand, 29 per 
cent.; the Irish Free State, 13 per cent. ; Newfoundland and 
Labrador, 44 per cent. 

Exports to Poland and Danzig and Greece increased, 
the former by 7 per cent. and the latter by 121 per cent. 
Purchases by Germany, the fourth best market, amounted 
to 63,406,000 dols., a decline of 29 per cent. from the 
figure recorded for the first half of 1931, while exports to 
France, the fifth leading buyer, amounted to 54,803,000 
dols., a decline of 25 per cent. Other important declines in 
Europe were the Netherlands, 29 per cent.; Italy, 15 per 
cent.; Belgium, 37 per cent.; Spain, 33 per cent. ; Sweden, 
54 per cent.; the Soviet Union, 90 per cent. ; Denmark, 
58 per cent.; Switzerland, 17 per cent.; and Norway, 40 per 
cent. 

An increase of 38 per cent. is shown in exports to Persia. 
Among the leading nations of the world Japan, the third 
largest customer, showed the smallest loss, her purchases 
of 76,659,000 dols. being only 2 per cent. smaller than 
in 1931. Exports to China in the first half of 1982 
amounted to 31,825,000 dols., a decline of 13 per cent., while 
those to the Philippines decreased 7 per cent., and the 
Dutch East Indies 46 per cent. 

Declines were heavy in exports to all South American 
countries except Brazil, whose purchases, amounting to 
13,765,000 dols., declined only 7 per cent. Exports to 
Argentina, amounting to 15,175,000 dols., were only half 
those in the first half of last year. Shipments to Venezuela 
declined 42 per cent.; Colombia, 52 per cent.; Peru, 47 per 
cent.; Chile, 87 per cent.; Uruguay, 70 per cent. ; Ecuador, 
55 per cent.; and Bolivia, 51 per cent. 

The French West Indies purchases showed an increase of 
6 per cent. Exports to Cuba amounted to 17,542,000 dols., 
a decline of 38 per cent., while Mexico’s share, amounting 
to 16,902,000 dols., was 51 per cent. lower than last year. 
Other declines were as follows:—Panama, 36 per cent.; 
the Dominican Republic, 14 per cent.; the Dutch West 
Indies, 60 per cent.; Honduras, 15 per cent.; Hayti 12 per 
eent.; Guatemala, 52 per cent.; Costa Rica, 33 per cent. ; 
Salvador, 43 per cent.; and Nicaragua, 41 per cent. 

Exports to Morocco declined 9 per cent., to Algeria and 
Tunisia 33 per cent., Mozambique 51 per cent., and Egypt

An Order-in-Council of October 3 repeals ltem 200 (a) of 
the Canadian Customs Tariff and substitutes therefor the

200 (a).—Regenerated cellulose and cellulose acetate, 
transparent, in sheets, not printed, and manufactures ol 
regenerated cellulose or of cellulose acetate—British Prefer- 
ential Tariff 20 per cent. ad valorem. Intermediate Tariff 
30 per cent. ed valorem and General Tariff 35 per cent. ad 
valorem. The previous duties on regenerated cellulose and 
cellulose acetate, transparent, in sheets, not printed, were, 
respectively, free, 10 per cent. and 10 per cent. 

It should be noted, however, that, according to Memor- 
andum 568, issued on October 5 by the Canadian Depart- 
ment of National Revenue, a regulation has been made by 
Order-in-Council,. dated October 3, and effective as from 
that date, which raises a new Tariff item (No. 806) in the 
Canadian Customs Tariff, providing for duty-free entry 
under all Tariffs of cellulose acetate in sheets not less than 
ten one-thousandths of an inch in thickness, and in rods or 
bars, not further manufactured than moulded pressed, 
when for use in Canadian manufactures.

more than 80 per cent. of common salt (sodium chloride), 
Glauber salt (sodium sulphate), soda (sodium carbonate) or 
dextrin, or mixtures of these substances, when imported into 
Czechoslovakia from Germany, are to be treated for tariff 
purposes as coal-tar dyestuffs under Tariff No. 625, and 
(2) applications for licenees to import slaked lime (Tariff 
No. 150a) into Czechaslovakia from Germany are to be 
accorded favourable treatment by the Ozechoslovak 
Government.

Radiogramophones.—The wireless part proper (set and loud- 
speaker) is to be dutiable under Tariff No. 524 bis G as wireless 
apparatus (duty 22 per cent. ad valorem), the remainder of the 
apparatus being dutiable under Tariff No. 604 as a gramophone 
(duty 25 per cent. ad valorem).

FRENCH WEST AFRICA 
DUTIES ON TEA REDUCED 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) of October 12 contains a 
Decree, dated October 7, approving an alteration of the 
Customs duties on tea imported into French West Africa. 
In Ivory Coast and Dahomey the duty is reduced from 20 to 
10 per cent. ad valorem in respect of tea of any origin, while 
in the remainder of French West Africa the reduction is 
from 8 to 5 per cent. ad valorem for French tea and from 
20 to 12 per cent. ad valorem for foreign tea. 


GERMANY 


CONDITIONAL DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF 
BARLEY AND OATS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of October 18 contains 
a Ministerial Order, dated October 17 and effective as from 
October 26, which provides for the addition of the under- 
mentioned notes to Nos. 3 and 4 of the German Customs 
Tariff. The effect of the notes is to allow the importation, 
under control, of oats and barley free of Customs duty, 
against the export of corresponding quantities of manufac- 
tured products of oats and barley. 


Note to Tariff No. 3.—Barley, of the kind falling under Sec- 
tion 1, sub-section 2 (i.e., barley for cattle fodder—duty 18 Rm. 
per 100 kilogs.), may, under Regulations to be laid down by the 
Minister of Finance, be imported free of Customs duty up to 
July 31, 1933, up to a quantity of 20 per cent. of the amount 
of barley in the form of malt exported by individual malting 
concerns with a claim for import bonds under the Import Bond 
Order of November 17, 1931, provided that export certificates 
be produced to show that a corresponding quantity of barley in 
the form of malt has been exported. 


Barley, of the kind falling under Section 2 (i.e., barley other 
than for cattle fodder—duty 20 Rm. per 100 kilogs.), may, under 
Regulations to be laid down by the Minister of Finance, be 
imported free of Customs duty up to July 31, 1933, providing

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON

With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of Sep- 
tember 8 (page 348) and September 22 (page 400) respecting 
the limitation of the quantities of certain textile wares 
allowed to be imported into the Netherlands during the 
period August 1, 1932, to February 28, 1933, the Commercial 
secretary to H.M. Legation at The Hague now reports 
the issue of two Ministerial Orders (Nos. 21300/01 of Octo- 
ber 12) which exempt from the scope of the restriction in 
question linen carpet runners and stockings to be used 
exclusively for medical purposes. 


PERSIA 
ROAD TAX LAW 


H.M. Representative at Teheran has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a new Road Tax Law which was passed by the 
Persian Government on August 30 and came into torce at 
the end of September, and which supersedes the Road ‘Tax 
Law of February, 1926 (see the ‘‘B.T.J.’’ of November 24, 
1927, page 556.) A comparative statement of the old and 
new taxes payable on imported goods of interest to the 
United Kingdom and those payable on imports required by

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain.

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA 
(MOZAMBIQUE) 


PROPOSED NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Consul-General at Lourenco Marques reports that 
it is propesed to make a complete revision of the Customs 
Tariff of the Colony of Mozambique. 

The majority of the duties in the existing Tariff are ad 
valorem, and owing to the fall in the price of commodities 
the amount of revenue, in terms of gold, received by the 
Colony from this source has steadily declined. It is under- 
stood that it is proposed to replace most of these ad valorem 
duties by specific duties, which will probably be fixed at 
such rates as will ensure the yield of greater revenue. It is 
also probable that additional preference will be granted to 
goods of Portuguese origin.

EXHIBITION 


Details of the increases in Danish Customs duties, en- 
acted on October 13, were given in last week’s issue of the 
‘* B.T.J.’’ (see pages 574-6). The enactment contains the 
following provision :— 

The Finance Minister is empowered, when the neces- 
sary proofs are furnished, to permit that footwear, porce- 
lain, earthenware and stoneware, and also cast-iron 
pipes, which, in accordance with the special arrangement 
entered into with the National Bank’s Valuta Kontor 
regarding the distribution of supplementary import 
licences, are ordered before October 10, 1982, for de- 
livery before the end of the current year, may be cleared 
through the Customs up to January 31, 1933, at the rate 
of duty in force before the application of the present 
Law, but only, however, for those goods for which a 
special import licence has been issued by the Valuta 
Kontor. 


This provision is understood to have been introduced in 
order that goods ordered during the recent Exhibition at 
Copenhagen may be admitted at the rates of duty in force 
at the time the orders were placed.

Safety in lifting not only demands the use of a good quality 
wire rope, but if satisfactory life and useful service are to 
be obtained it is essential that suitable and reliable terminal 
fittings should be used and that the rope should be connected 
to them in an efficient manner. 

In view of the importance of the subject, a representative 
Sub-Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. A. L. Haas, 
M.I.Mech.E., Chief Mechanical Engineer of the Indian Store 
Department, was constituted as follows to consider the pre- 
paration of suitable British standards for wire rope terminal 
attachments :— 

Mr. A. L. Haas (chairman) (High Commissioner for India), 
Mr. G. Hudson (Admiralty), Mr. T. E. Harris (War Office), 
Mr. H. G. Tidsall (Crown Agents for the Colonies), Mr. G.

W. J. Bowtell (British Engineers’ Association), the Director, 
National Physical Laboratory.

The Sub-Committee formed the opinion at an early stage 
that for the preparation of adequate specifications it was 
essential that requirements should be laid down covering the 
quality of material, method of manufacture, workmanship and 
dimensions of the fittings. 

The question of dimensions presented no small task to the 
Sub-Committee, and their early efforts were directed to a 
detailed and critical survey of the dimensions of existing 
fittings at present in general use, and so far as possible these 
have been co-ordinated. 

Particular attention has been given in certain instances to 
specifying essential dimensions only such as are necessary 
to obtain suitable fittings which are of adequate strength, 
and, where necessary, interchangeable. Where strength was 
the sole consideration, minimum dimensions have been given. 
sy so doing manufacturers have scope to adapt their individual 
patterns to improve design, and future development and im- 
provement will not be precluded. The specification for thimbles 
provides for three types—ordinary, reeving and solid—and the 
specification for sockets provides for two types, open and 
closed. In the latter case the basket of the socket is identi- 
cal, modification being only to that end of the socket which 
takes a shackle, link or oe attachment. 

Full recommendations as to the manner in which the various 
fittings should be attached to the wire ropes are given in 
appendices to all the specifications, and the information con- 
tained in these should prove interesting and helpful. ‘The pre- 
scription for splicing the Bordeaux connection is fully de- 
tailed and is considered to be a modei of its kind. 

The specifications form useful and indispensable adjuncts 
to the existing series of British Standard Wire Rope 
Specifications, and in the interests of safety all engineers and 
users Of wire ropes will be well advised to obtain copies.* 


Measurement of Oil in Bulk. Part 1., Standard Weights and 
Measures, by Standardization Sub-Committee 10, with Histori- 
cal Notes by H. Hyams.

In the President’s address at the Annual General Meeting, 
1932, attention was drawn to the urgent need for an authorita- 
tive publication on the subject of the various national funda- 
mental units generally used in the industry. A perusal of 
the numerous publications in which such data are given clearly 
demonstrates that there exists a great deal of confusion on the 
subject. The measurement of oil in bulk sub-committee have 
now, with the official department and other bodies most inti- 
mately concerned, been able to draw up a note on this sub- 
ject. In view of its importance and of its great value to all 
interested in the measurement of oil it has been decided to 
publish this at once.

British Standard Specification for Electric Lamps for Railway 
Signalling (B.S.S. No. 469—1932). 

The fourth, and perhaps the most important, of the series 
of British Standard Specifications for electric railway signal- 
ling equipment has just been issued, this new specification 
being for electric lamps. The number of types of signalling 
devices employing lamps is so large that it is not surprising 
that a large variety of lamps differing in voltage, wattage, 
size and shape of bulb and filament, etc., should have been in 
use. The rapid extension of conversions of signalling systems 
from mechanical to electrical operation during the last few 
months has emphasised the need for reducing this multiplicity 
of lamps, but before much could be done in the way of simpli- 
fication it was necessary tocarry out numerous tests to ascertain 
whether a comparatively small range of lamps could replace 
the then existing lamps without sacrificing visibility, reliability 
or efficiency. ‘The results of such tests proved the practica- 
bility of standardisation, with the result that the new B.S. 
Specification provides a comparatively small range of lamps 
designed to meet every possible signalling requirement. 

The general clauses of the specification defining the tests on 
the lamps are in line with the corresponding clauses of B.S. 
Specification No. 161. Special clauses deal with the suitability 
of the various lamps for particular signalling purposes, and 
then follow schedules giving the rating, dimensions, efficiency 
and life of the lamps. A feature of particular interest is the 
inclusion of an appendix showing in graphical form the relation 
between the voltage, life and efficiency of the lamps.

British Standard Specification for Electric Overhead 


Travelling Cranes. (B.S.8. No. 466-1932). 


The recent issue of a British Standard Specification for 
electric overhead travelling cranes is an event of importance 
to users of such appliances in constructional work, ware. 
houses, factories, foundries and engineering workshops. 

The specification provides for cranes power driven in all 
motions of spans up to 80 ft. and load capacity up to 79 
tons, suitable for normal service. In general a factor of 
safety of 5 has been adopted, but higher factors of safety 
are recommended, with proportionately lower working stresses, 
for cranes intended for duty of great severity. No attempt 
has been made to deal with cranes from the dimensional or 
size standpoint, although in other respects the specification 
is drawn on very comprehensive lines. Complete formule 
based on the well-known and widely-used bridge specification 
have been included in the structural clauses for the calcula- 
tion of maximum permissible working stresses in the crane 
structure, while such details as gearing, bearings, brakes, 
ropes, pulleys and drums are each dealt with fully in other 
clauses. 

At the same time, the question of the driving unit has not 
been neglected, and separate sections are devoted to motors, 
controllers, cables and protective gear. Care has been taken, 
however, to exclude anything which might interfere with 
the freedom of the engineer and the maker in the design of 
the crane, the object of the specification being to secure the 
general observance of such fundamental principles as appear 
desirable to ensure reliability and safety without handicapping 
the maker or the user in the selection of the most appropriate 
design for the purpose in view.

Progress in the Manufacture of Railway Rolling Stock Parts. 


The railway rolling stock engineer is continually looking out 
for means whereby he can take full advantage of the develop- 
ments which take place in manufacturing methods of pro- 
duction. One of the recent examples of this has been the 
increasing adoption of solid rolled wheels for Railway Rolling 
Stock, as is evidenced by the preparation of B.S. Specification 
No. 468 Solid Rolled Wheels and Disc Wheel Centres, which 
has recently been published. 

The policy which has been adopted in a number of the 
specifications relating to Railway Rolling Stock Materials 
has been followed in that duplicate specifications 
are provided for solid rolled wheels. One of these 
specifies a chemical analysis and covers wheels for car- 
riages and wagons. In the other, however, no chemical analysis 
is specified and it is restricted to wagon wheels only. A 
specification for Rolled Disc Centres for Carriages and Wagons 
is also included. 

The specifications have been drafted along parallel lines 
with the corresponding B.S. Specification for Railway Tyres, 
i.e., requirements are included governing quality of material, 
manufacture, workmanship and mechanical testing. One of the 
most difficult points that emerged in the preparation was that 
of arriving at suitable tolerances on the thickness of the web 
of the wheels. While appreciating the difficulties with which 
the manufacturer is faced in rolling the somewhat complex 
outline of a combined solid tyre and wheel, the railway 
engineers were faced with the necessity of ensuring that each 
wheel should, as far as practicable, be of uniform weight. 
With increasing speeds, the elimination, or wherever possible, 
the reduction to a minimum of all out of balance forces 
becomes of primary importance. 

The clause in the specification dealing with this point has 
attempted to meet the engineer and at the same time repre- 
sents consistent and good manufacturing practice. 

The specification is of interest to all engineers responsible 
for the upkeep and design of railway rolling stock as well as 
to those interested in the manufacture of such wheels.

IMPERIAL ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 
AT OTTAWA, 1932 


A Summary of Proceedings with copies of the Trade Agreements reached at the above 
Conference is now published. This publication also includes a number of schedules listing a 
wide variety of goods on which changes of duty are to be brought into force. 


The Conference records its conviction that, by the lowering or the removal of barriers among 
themselves provided for in the Agreements, the flow of trade between the various countries of 
the Empire will be facilitated, and that by the consequent increase of purchasing power of their 
peoples the trade of the world will also be stimulated and increased.
